Hewitt, Carroll D. Wright, Albert Shaw, 
Helen Gould, and M. Carey Thomas, is to 
have a research department, and this depart- 
ment will no doubt do a great deal of work, 
but the field is wide and there are many 
harvests to be gathered. What hinders prog- 
in reform periods in American cities is 
usually a-lack of authoritative, specialized 
information. In Chicago, for instance, de- 
' spite the valuable labors of the City Homes 
‘association resulting in the report on Tene- 
ment Conditions in Chicago,” there is little 
popular understanding of the questions in- 
volved in the demand for better housing. 
The actual operation of the building ordi- 
mances in this city is a subject about which 
people feel a. vague alarm without having 
‘much real knowledge. Now there is not like-

is investigated thoroughly. The reforms at. 
present being accomplished in New York had 
to be preceded by a long study of the unre- 
formed situation. If we had in Chicago the 
funds necessary for a complete survey of 
our municipal government leading to an ex- 
hibit in tables, diagrams, and verbal descrip- 
tions of the results reached in each branch of 
that government, we should have a chart by 
which we could steer. As things are now we 
do more guessing than calculating.

REFORM BY AMENDMENT.

"VENEZUELA MUST PAY. 

Mr. Balfour said yesterday in the house 
of commons that an ultimatum had been sent 
to Venezuela, and if a satisfactory reply 
were not received the British and German 
governments would take steps to enforce the 
claims the justice of which is 
not seriously disputed. The two nations 
are to act together. Perhaps the object of 
the emperor’ s recent visit to England was to 
secure unity of action in dealing with a 
debtor nation which is a verse to the payment 
of debts. There is a word of friendly advice 
to the South American republics in Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s message which they should 
take note of. The president says it behooves 
each one of them “ to maintain order within 
its own borders and to discharge its just obli- 
gations to foreigners.” Perhaps President

N SAVILLE CROSSLEY, who has just 
been appointed paymaster general of 
the army in the place of the duke of | 
Marlborough, may regard himself, as.

Bathe. For his wife, a tall, blond, and mont 
attractive woman, with wonderful golden 
hair, is one ot the sisters ot that Hugo De 
Bathe who is married to the Jersey Lily.

For 
old Gen. Sir Henry De Bathe, now in his 
Soth year, is ill, and as Hugy” is his eld- 
est legitimate son, he will inherit his bar- 
onetcy, as well as his property in Ireland, 
Sussex, and Devonshire, and Mrs. Langtry 
will become in consequence Lady De Bathe.

The Penruddockes 9 being great land- 
owners are one of the oldest country families 
in England and belong to what has been so 
justly described as the untitled aristocracy 
of Great Britain. It is to be feared that the 
social position of the prisoner was not with- 
out influencing, perhaps unconsciously, the 
presiding judge. Certain it is that if the 
prisoner had been the wife of a workingman, 
instead of a man whose estates have been in 


the possession of his family for several hun- 


dred years, neither the under sheriff's pri- 
vate room or an alderman’s cushioned arm- 
chair. would have been placed at her disposal 
during the trial. Nor is it likely that after 
being convicted by the jury she would have 
escaped with a mere ane.

A Life of John Mackenzie, a ‘Prominent 
South African Figure. | 

More light on the British-Boer queetiven 

The Life of John Mackenzie, South Afri- 

can Missionary and Statesman, by Prof. 

W. Douglas Mackenzie, proves to be one of 

the most important of recent biographies. 

John Mackenzie was a Scotsman, sent as 

a missionary to south Africa by the great 

London Missionary society. That was in 

1858. Mackenzie, then only 23 years of age, 

went forth with his young wife, whom he 

had just married, to that part of south Af- 
rica where Dr. Moffatt, the “ Apostie of. 

Africa,” and his son-in-law, David Living- 

stone, had strangely won the confidence and 

love of the native races and had already be- 
gun to open the dark continent to the Chris- 
tian world. If Moffatt and Livingstone had 
been missionary-statesmen, . Mackenzie 

proved to be no less so. This simply and 
vividly told story of the nuous career 

of this man for the next forty years Is a 

narrative which makes it easy to believe in 

the heroism of men and women when in- 
spired by noble aims and by lofti- 
est motives. 
But what gives especial titheliness and in- 
terest to this finely written story ‘of John 

Mackenzie's life is the strong light w 

incidentally, if not purposely, it throws on 

the whole question involved in the Boer war. 

Mackenzie’s career, as here narrated, was 
not without its disappointments and appar- 
emt defeats. Two such British “ imperial- 
ists,“ so different in character and motive 
as Cecil Rhodes and John Mackenzie, could 
hardly agree. And, then, the capricious pol- 
icy of the home government frustrated some

Prof. W. D. Mackensie of the Chicago sem- 
inary has set forth the heroic story of his 
father’s life with fine judgment and unfall- 
ing good taste. While there ie no affectation 
ot indifference to the splendid qualities of his 
father, there is no indulgence in mere adjec- 
tives. All in all, this is one of the most valu- 
able of recent biographies.

REIGN OF QUEEN ANN. 
Mr. Justin McCarthy’s History * — 
_ Highly Successful Effort. 
No more well informed or delightful whiter 
could be found to chronicle the age of Anne 
than Justin McCarthy, and his two volume 
work, The Reign of Queen Anne (Harper 
& Bros.), is the most enjoyable if not the most 
important contribution to the historical 
literature of the year. In addition to lucidity 
of style and felicity of phrase, Mr. McCarthy 
possesses that definite and clear insight 
which is the ideal requisite of an historian. 
He is, too, completely impartial and he even 
pays warm tributes to some the world might 
have pardoned him for attacking. The age 
with which he deals, however, is sufficiently

tieth century historian indulging his prej- 
udices against persons or parties. His char- 
acterization of the various prominent figures 
who filled the stage during this period is ac- 
complished without bias, and while in most 
ways it coincides with the verdicts which 
history has handed down, he has 9 pre- 
sented some of the in new and 
agreeable lights.

Some of this he gives, it is 
true, but it is introduced in the narrative 
with so little effort and in such concise and 
graphic sentences that it is never tiresome.
